The edible Soy Bean has become increas- 
ingly popular in this country, because of its 
high vitamin content and also because it is 
very high in protein and fat.

FLORIBUNDAS

Because of their dense foliage and 
bloom, Floribundas need more space than other 
Roses. They should be set not less than 18 inches 
apart, in rows 18 inches wide. These measure- 
ments will insure you a satisfactory mass bedding 
effect, while at the same time allowing ample 
room for cultivation between bushes. Plant in 
groups of 3 to 5 of a variety.
